acquisition a current date data; computer program code to compare the specified 
time-date data to the current date data; and 

determination that the update for the application program is available in response 
to comparison of the specified time-data data to the current date data. 

24. The computer-readable recording media of claim 22 wherein determination that 
the update for the application program is available further comprises: 

acquisition the specified time-date data associated with the update for the 
application program in response to commencement of the application program; 

determination that the update for the application program is unavailable in 
response to comparison of the specified time-data data to the current date data; and 

continueation execution of the application program without the update in 
response to determination that the update for the application program is unavailable. 
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25. The computer-readable recording media of claim 22 wherein determination that 
the update for the application program is available further comprises: 

receipt an update message from at least one of an application program provider 
or a content provider; and 

generation an update available indication in response to receipt of the update 
message.
